Carriers Predict New 
High Record for

ULUTH, MINN., June 
10.— The month of 
May, 1929, the first naviga- 
tion month on the Great 
Lakes, shows that 7,861 au- 
tomobiles, valued at more 
than $1,000,000, were shipped 
to Duluth and Superior by 
water from the factories at 
lower lake ports. 

Reshipments from these points 
all parts of western United States 
and Canada to points as far west as 
Portland and Seattle on the Pacific 
Coast are made by trailer and rail- 
road. This is an increase of 3,859 
automobiles shipped in May, 1929, 
compared with only a total ship- 
ment of 4,002 automobiles for 
entire month of May, i928 

Records of the three steamship 
companies known as the “Big 
Three” reveal that more automo- 
biles are being snipped to Duiuth 
and Superior by water this year 

than ever before in the history of 
the automotive industry, and the 

Great Lakes shipping industry, 
and that such shipments § are 
growing at rapid strides and in 

importance both as to number of 
units handled per cargo and the 

value of each such cargo. 

The companies comprising the 
“Big Three” are the Minnesota-At- 
lantic Transit Company, the West- 
ern Transit Company and the Great 
Lakes Transit Corporation All 
three companies operate from Lake 
Erie ports to Duluth and Superior 
in the shipment of automobiles. 

The records of the first two com- 
panies comprising the “Big Three 
reveal very large increases for the 
month of May in 1929 over the same 
month in 1928. The third company

United States Leads 
With Registration 
Of 24,629,921

ASHINGTON, June 10. 
—The Department of 
Commerce today announced 
its world census of motor ve- 
hicles for 1929. 

There was registered in the va- 
rious countries of the world as of 
January I, last. a total of 32,028,- 
584 motor vehicles, of which 24,- 
629,921 were in the United States, 
as compared to 29,706,670 in the 
world the vear before, of which 
23,262,183 were in this country. 

An analysis of the census, in com- 
parison with that of last year, dis- 
closes the following outstanding 
highlights 

The ratio of passenger cars reg- 
istered in the United States to 
population is one to every 5.6 per- 
sons, or 179 per thousand. 

The ratio of world passenger 
cars to world’ population is one 
car to every 70 persons or 14 cars 
per thousand. 

The percentage of 
passenger cars in 
States over 1928 was 

Seventy-nine per 
world’s passenger cars and 76 per 
cent. of the world’s trucks are reg- 
istered in the United States. 

Since 1926, the first year of the 
department's world census, the to- 
tal registration of motor vehicles 
has increased from 24,473,619, of 
which 20,837,146 were passenger cars 
to 32,028.584, which include 27,007,- 
965 passenger cars. The registration 
of buses has increased from 172,617 
to 317,669 in the same period while 
trucks jumped from 3,463,856 to 4,- 
702,950 

In the same four-year period, mo- 
torcycle registration throughout the 
world increased from 1,435,147 to 2,- 

262,932

the direct interest of the automotive industry 
tariff legislation is not direct, in the sense that 
wants higher rates on imported vehicles, 
the industry has gone squarely on record 
yposing any increase in the tariff on automotive imports. 
However, indirectly the automotive industry has a tre- 
mendous interest in tariff revision and it is quite within 
possibility that a badly done job in this respect might act 
most adversely on our great and growing automotive export 
trade. 

In a great many foreign countries there has grown up 
a feeling intensely hostile to this country. Foreign nations 
feel that we have prospered out of all reason; that we have 
actually gained by the war while they have lost. News that 
we were purposing a revision of our duties on imports has 
fanned this human resentment of prosperity in some one 
else. Other countries feel that we are trying to increase our 
already prosperity by taking away from them what 
little they been able to save. It makes no difference 
that th wrong: we must nevertheless take it into 
consideration in our viewing of world trade. 

As an example of how far this prejudice and resentment 
goes, we might cite handbills which were distributed at the 
automobile show in Lucerne, Switzerland. These bills 
begged visitors to the show not to buy American products. 
They cited the intention of the United States to increase its 
duties on Swiss products and urged retaliation by refusal 
to purchase American motor vehicles. In this connection 
it is interesting to note that the United States every year 
buys more Swiss goods than Switzerland does our products. 
That country has gained in the exchanged of products and 
yet it resents the very suggestion that we might increase 
the tariff on its goods. 

In Germany there is just now a campaign being con- 
ducted against the purchase of American automotive 
products. When an American car parks in one of the Ger- 
man cities and the owner leaves it, upon his return he is 
very likely to find a sticker attached to his windshield berat- 
ing him buying American products. One such poster 
shows a German workman, his wife and child. and the legend 
reads: “When you buy American products you take money 
out of the pockets of German workmen.” 

In some German factories and

This shows very plainly the temper of public opinion. It 
shows also that whenever the question of retaliation comes 
up, the first thought is to pick on the American automotive 
industry, even though that industry is not benefiting bv 
any possible tariff revision. , .

Artemus Ward once said that it would have been worth 
ten dollars in his pocket if he’d never been born.
